Jonathan Bouw, professor and Art Department 
co-chair, spent the fall semester on sabbatical 
creating a children’s picture book in the 
Philippines after being awarded a Fulbright 
scholarship. The highly competitive Fulbright 
program provides grants to students, professors, 
and working professionals in the pursuit of 
projects mutually beneficial to the U.S. and a 
sponsoring country. 

Through his book, Bouw sought to preserve 
the indigenous culture and traditions of 
the Filipino people during a time of great 
industrialization and urbanization.

I n a time when everyone seems to be “going green,” Taylor 
University Masters of Environmental Science students have 
taken the title of their major literally. The summer of 2013 
marked a milestone for sustainable solutions at TU with 
the appearance of a campus garden. The idea for the garden 
had been germinating for some time in the MES department 
and came to fruition this year after a series of grant proposals 
and with the help of Drs. Michael Guebert and Paul Rothrock, 
Professor Rob Reber, Victory Acres farm manager Leslie 
Gottschalk, and students (Armila Francis, Libby Johnson, and 
Brian Donovan). 

The purpose of the garden is to serve as a hands-on 
opportunity for students to learn about sustainable produce¬ 
growing practices while participating in service learning as 
an act of stewardship. The concept will also help cultivate 
relationships with people in the local community and 
surrounding areas. 

Produce from the garden was sold at the local farmer’s 
market, distributed to members of Victory Acres, and donated 
to both the Serenity House ministry and underprivileged 
families in the Upland area.

physics and engineering department 
soared to new heights in 2014 with 
the preliminary launch of their 
nanosatellite, TSAT (Taylor Satellite). 

The 4-inch-tall satellite was 1 of 4 
models selected out of 33 entered into 
NASA’s ELaNa5 (Education Launch of 
Nanosatellite) Program and was the only 
entry to be designed and built entirely by 
undergraduate students. 

Development of the satellite began in 2011 
and concluded in the fall of 2013 with the 
work of an engineering team of 15 students 
and significant contributions from recent 
Taylor alumni. After being delayed on three 
occasions, the TSAT was finally launched 
on the afternoon of April 18. According to 
Dr. Hank Voss, physics and engineering 
professor and lead investigator for the 
project, the launch marks the third of its 
kind to be pioneered by Taylor students. 

The satellite is used to measure plasma 
and wave propagation in ELEO (extremely 
low earth orbit). The ELEO project will 
collect data on space weather phenomena 
in the lower, relatively unexplored regions 
of the ionosphere. It also serves to test 
communications between existing satellites.

POMS. One single word to describe one of the newest 
teams on Taylor’s campus. POMS is an all-girls dance team 
that performs during the halftime period. 

Alissa Deffenbaugh, freshman TU student, heard about 
the POMS team over the summer at orientation. After 
learning that Abby Adams was in charge she attempted to 
see if she could join. “I facebooked Abby to ask her what 
POMS actually was. Once she told me 1 knew I wanted to 
be a part of it,” Deffenbaugh commented. 

Danielle Spoutz, a transfer student from California also 
tried out for POMS. After a floormate explained the team to 
her, Spoutz went to the call-out meeting and prepared for 
the audition.

“We spent about three hours learning a dance that Abby 
came up with and then performed it in front of the judges 
with three other girls,” Deffenbaugh said.
